Silver jubilarians celebrate ‘gift of priesthood’

SAN DIEGO — “My priesthood is a 
gift from God and | thank Him for 
calling me to minister to His people by 
proclaiming the Gospel,” Father Donal 
Sheahan said, remarking on his 25th 
anniversary of ordination to the 
priesthood. 


He and seven other diocesan priests 
this year celebrated or will mark their 
silver anniversary of priestly service. 


SEVERAL OF the clerics remarked on 
the transition required by studying for 
the priesthood before Vatican II] and 
serving the bulk of their ministry in the 
post-Vatican II Church.

Father James Caldwell, associate 
pastor at St. Mary Church in National 
City, was educated and trained for “a 
different world and a different 
Church,” he said. “The prime virtue of 
the priesthood today has to be 
flexibility. We face a world that needs 
priests, yes, but we need to have 
people help us with our work. It’s no 
longer the priests’ Church as it was in 
the days we were trained.” 

Father Caldwell was ordained May 
21, 1960 at the Cathedral of the 
Immaculate Conception, Springfield, 
Ill. For health reasons he transferred to 


this diocese in 1971 and served in these 
parishes: St. Charles Borromeo; St. 
Columba; St. Mary, El Centro; St. Mary 
Star of the Sea, Oceanside; St. 
Catherine Laboure; St. Didacus; and St. 
Mary, National City. 


HE CELEBRATED his priesthood with 
his classmates May 3 in Mattoon, III. 
Mattoon was his last assignment in the 
Springfield diocese. He celebrated 
twice more, May 4 and 5, in the 
Chicago area. Locally, he marked his 
anniversary by concelebrating Mass 
May 19 with priest friends. and his 
pastor, Father William Ortmann. 
Parishioners hosted a reception after 
the Mass. 


The festivities reminded Father 
Caldwell that the late Cardinal Samuel 
Stritch once said a man would have to 
be “very selfish’’ not to observe an 
anniversary — a priest needs friends, 
family and fellow priests with him to 
give “thanks and glory to God for his 
priesthood.”

HELPED MOVE NEIGHBORS — Weeks 
before gunfire between the radical 
organization MOVE and Philadelphia 
police began, Father Charles H. Diamond of 
St. Carthage parish had opened his church 
to shelter neighborhood families harangued 
by obscenities from MOVE headquarters. 
He also worried that MOVE could threaten 
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Continuous & dignified service 


schoolchildren. After the fight, which police 
ended with a bomb that burned down 53 
homes and killed 11 MOVE members, 
Father Diamond and his parish tried to help 
survivors cope, emotionally and physically. 
“AIL of us have been through a great deal in 
the past week,” he said at a May 19 Mass. 


FRUSTACI'S FAITH — Patti Frustaci, who 
gave birth to septuplets May 21, drew upon 
her deep religious faith in the months 
leading up to her delivery, according to a 
Catholic chaplain who met with her daily 
after her admission in March to St. Joseph 
Hospital in Orange. ‘‘Patti’s faith and 
support from her family helped her 
through,” said Holy Cross Sister Maria Luisa 
Guerena, chaplain of the obstetrics floor at 
the hospital. Frustaci, 30, a Mormon, gave 


_ birth to four boys and three girls in a three- 


minute Cesarean delivery. The last of the 
seven, a girl, was still born. The smallest, a 
boy nicknamed “Peanut,” died later. 


‘INDISPENSABLE TRIP’ — Pope John 
Paul Il said his May 11-15 trip to the 
Netherlands, where he was booed in some 
places and where some crowds were 
smaller than expected, was “indispensable” 
because it allowed him to reaffirm church 
positions on controversial issues. “One can 
well understand people who have 
problems,’” he said regarding Dutch 
Catholics who criticized key church 
teachings on sexuality, papal authority and 
the prohibitions against married and female 
priests. “There was controversy and the 
controversy will probably continue,” he 
said. 
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‘NO DEMOCRACY’ — People who see 
the Church as a democracy have 
misinterpreted the Second Vatican Council, 
Cardinal Leo Suenens of Belgium, the last 
of the four moderators of the council still 
living, said May 19 in Brussels. ‘‘The Church 
is not a parliament with one member, one 
vote,” he said, assessing what he said was 
the chief misunderstanding of Lumen 
Gentium, the council document on the 
Church, considered to be the ‘Magna 
Carta” of Vatican II. “The Church is not a 
democracy and not an aristocracy. It is a 
collegial reality,” he said. 


FEW POLES FOLLOW... — Liberation 
theology, which in its various strains has 
often borrowed from Marxism, has won few 
followers in Communist Poland, according 
to church sources there. While the Church 
has been closely identified with social 
change in Poland, the country’s 40-year 
experience with Marxism has made most 
Catholics wary of mixing religion and 
political ideologies, the source said. “In a 
sense, it is liberation theology when a 
(Polish) priest gives a patriotic sermon and 
voices the human rights and social

Local graduations begin with USD event 


ALCALA PARK — Graduation observances for local 
Catholic schools began May 26 with commencement 
exercises at the University of San Diego. 


Students receiving degrees this year from USD 
numbered about 1,250. Diplomas will be earned by 
about 732 students from the five high schools in the 
diocese. 


A RECORD 712 undergraduates and another 186 
graduates received diplomas from USD. Peter 
Michael McGuine won USD’s Franklin Award: and 
gave that senior address at the May 26 
commencement exercises. Avis Mae Reinicke won the 
Alcala Award. 


At an afternoon ceremony at the campus stadium, 
Author E. Hughes, USD president, told the graduates 
they would be “drawn into a vortex of issues’ 
confronting the world. Quoting a speech made by 
President John F. Kennedy in 1960, Hughes said “it 
was time for a new generation to cope with new 
problems.” 


Leadership is‘ needed to solve problems such 
U.S.-Mexico relations, Dr. Hughes said. Leadership 
requires ‘‘values, an informed intelligence and 
determined resolution,” he said, adding that he hoped 
USD had prepared students “for the challenges of 
leadership.” 


SPEAKING ON tthe vision the graduates and 
undergraduates would carry into the future, Bishop 
Leo T. Maher said their ‘vision will have the capacity 
to see the social issues..to see that they have an 
impact on the public’s good. In a good society, the 
vulnerable and needy deserve to be cared for, as a 
matter of justice as well as of charity.” 


Bishop Maher told the USD students they have a 
“special relationship to God’ because they are 
“created in God’s image” and because ‘‘God Himself 
has a very special relationship” with them. 


Dr. Anita Figueredo, who for much of her career 
worked with cancer patients and researched in the 
field of oncology, was presented with the degree of 
Doctor of. Humane Letters, honoris causa. She was the 
first female physician to receive hospital surgical 
privileges in San Diego County. 


AT A MORNING ceremony, the USD School of Law 
granted about 300 juris doctorates and 50 masters 
degrees in law May 26. That commencement program 
was held at the football stadium and featured a 
speech by Geoffrey Hazard, from the Yale University 
Law School. Bradley Schwartz gave the valedictory 
address. 


“Pluralism is a jealous God,’”” Bishop Maher warned 
law school graduates in his address. ‘When pluralism 
is established as dogma, there is no room for,other 
dogmas,” he added.

Why get arrested? 


Msgr. George Higgins is traveling in the Far East. While he is 
away during a six-week period, a guest columnist will write 
here each week on the topic of prejudice. The guest columnist 
this week is Father Rollins E. Lambert, adviser on African 
affairs and human rights for the U.S. Catholic Conference 
Department of Social Development and World Peace. 


Last December, shortly after daily demonstrations near 
the South African Embassy in Washington began, | was 
invited to be a “witness” — that is, a person who not only 
marches at the legally prescribed distance from the embassy, 
but who approaches the embassy and thereby provokes 
arrest by the police. | had already joined the marchers once 
or twice and felt that volunteering for arrest was the natural 
next step to take. 


Why did | do it? What did | expect to accomplish? What 
did | accomplish? | will try to answer these questions briefly. 


Apartheid, South African society’s organization on the 
basis of race, is evil. Black people in that country, the 
majority of the population, are denied all political, 
economic and social rights. By law they are denied the right 
to vote, to receive a decent education or look for decent 
employment. They are forced to live in inferior housing and 
have inferior hospitals. The white minority dictate to blacks 
where they may live, whom they may marry, on what buses 
they may ride and which churches they may attend. 


The system is obviously un-Christian and has been 
condemned by popes, bishops and leaders of many Christian 
denominations. Silence in the face of such evil may look like 
acceptance; to make a statement or gesture in protest is the 
least one can do. 


| did not expect to accomplish the abolition of apartheid 
by marching or getting myself arrested. But | became a part, 
a supporter, of the Free South Africa movement, which holds 
promise of being an effective agent for change in U:S. policy 
toward South Africa, if not in South Africa itself. 


Apartheid has been going on since 1948. The United 
Nations and the U.S. government have repeatedly 
condemned it and called for its abolition. Since 1980, U.S. 
policy has employed a new tactic called ‘constructive 
engagement,” based on the idea that friendly relations are 
more likely to engender change than hostility. 


During the four years of that policy South Africa did 
indeed change. It became even more oppressive against its 
black citizens. It invaded three of its neighbors — Angola, 
Lesotho and Mozambique — attempting to destabilize those 
governments. It held fast to its illegal occupation of 
Namibia-South West Africa. It continued to build up its 
military strength. 


It installed a state president with potentially dictatorial 
powers. It promulgated a new constitution giving voting 
rights to people of Asian origin and of racially mixed 
ancestry, but still excluding any participation by the black 
majority. It imprisoned (through one of its puppet ministates) 
the priest who is secretary-general of the Catholic bishops’ 
conference and brought Archbishop Denis Hurley, president 
of the conference, into court. 


It is high time for a change in U.S. policy toward such a 
government. The publicity generated by the Free South 
Africa movement through marches and arrests has brought a 
new awareness of South Africa to the American public and 
the Congress, which is contemplating the imposition of 
severe sanctions against South Africa. 


The administration’s “constructive engagement” policy 
may be overruled by the representatives of the people. The 
South African government is helping to bring this about by 
the almost daily killing of more of its black citizens. 


What did | accomplish by my personal action? Along with 
other Catholic demonstrators, including several bishops, | 
helped show that the Church in the United States supports 
the Church in South Africa, which has been challenging the 
South African government on many issues. | joined too with 
many friends who are not Catholic but who share the same 
revulsion for the inhuman, un-Christian system called 
apartheid. :

Our fellow Catholics in the 
Netherlands, particularly in Holland, 
have scandalized the world by their 
criticism of the pope. Those whose 
faith remains strong in spite of the 
divisionary tactics of those whose faith 
is all but gone are a source of 
inspiration and edification. 


The pope must have thought of the 
thousands of people who walked away 
from Christ in disgust when He 
explained to them the doctrine of the 
Holy Eucharist, as it is now called.

She is not a stranger to tragedy: holidays 
are still so painful for her since she lost a son on Christmas 
Eve; a granddaughter on Thanksgiving; and her beloved 
daughter, Tina, on Easter. She speaks so proudly of Tina, who 
was a Prima Ballerina with the Royal Ballet. 


This tiny lady is spicy, impish, and full of life. She can 
startle and delight you with her humor. (“I am alergic to cats, 
dogs and husbands.”) And in one of our conversations, 
“Once, | fainted full out in Church, and the paramedics 
came, and later, | received a bill from them, so | sent it to 
Msgr. Rhatigan — /| didn’t send for the paramedics.’”” Then 
with a twinkle: “I! told him he didn’t have to do anything 
about it.” 


One Sunday, over coffee and her cigarette, (after 
courteously inquiring if smoking offended me) she revealed 
an intense loyalty to her parish, and yes, she relates to and 
enjoys the changes in the Church.

Most-asked annulment questions 


Q.: My ex-husband recently started a Church annulment 
procedure. | am willing to cooperate, but | have two 
questions. Will my children be considered illegitimate by the 
Church if my marriage is annulled? What guarantee do my 
friends and I have that our statements made to the tribunal 
will be kept confidential? 

A.: Your two questions are probably. the two most-asked 
questions the tribunal receives concerning annulments. 


The whole issue of legitimacy is purely legal category. In 
canon law, there are no spiritual or personal consequences 
attached to illegitimacy. However, the Church is very much 
aware that illegitimacy carries serious social implications. It 
is for this reason that church law specifically states that 
children born from a marriage which is subsequently 
declared null are considered legitimate. In other words, no 
social stigma whatsoever attaches to the children of a 
marriage which has been declared null by an ecclesiastical 
tribunal. 


It is interesting to note that the Church is willing to grant 
canonical legitimacy in a variety of cases where the civil law 
would consider a child illegitimate. Once again, the Church’s 
openness on this matter is a sign of its sensitivity to the well- 
being of people. It is a legal principle that the Church never 
retroactively illegitimizes a child. On the contrary, it is 
relatively easy for canon law to retroactively legitimize a 
child. 


Your question about confidentiality is a source of serious 
concern for many. However, the solution is relatively simple. 
Every time the tribunal seeks a statement, the witness: is 
asked whether his or her information is to be considered 
confidential. If a witness requests that information be kept 
confidential, the ecclesiastical tribunal respects this wish. 
The only statement which cannot remain confidential in an 
ecclesiastical nullity trial is the original deposition 
submitted by the petitioner (or plaintiff). Obvicusly, the 
plaintiff’s deposition forms the heart of the case and its 
allegations must be available to the litigants.

Carmel Valley Cemetery 


During the late 1960s, the Carmel Valley property 
became a popular “piece de resistance.” The diocese 
was thinking of using it for a new parish. Then there 
was the proposal from the San Diego Community 
Development Department to annex Carmel Valley 
property to the City of San Diego for the purpose of 
obtaining municipal services. Shortly after this 
proposal, Mt. Hope Cemetery was interested in 
leasing or buying the property. As late as 1978, a 
certain gentleman was very persistent in trying to buy 
the land for a new home for himself and his wife. 


In 1969, the question of using the land for purposes 
other than a cemetery could not be solved unless the 
dedication could be removed by law, as stated in 
Sections 8580 and 8581 of the Health and Safety 
Code. An order and decree of the Superior Court of 
San Diego County could remove the cemetery 
dedication from any portion of the property only after 
a hearing, notice of which must be given publication

and posting, and a new survey taken. 


IT WAS NOTED in April, 1968, that Mercy Hospital 
was erroneously, and for the first time ever, assessed 
taxes on the property. Mercy paid the taxes acting 
under the assumption based on this erroneous fact, 
that the hospital was still the owner of the Carmel 
Valley property. The matter was resolved when the 
diocese reimbursed the Sisters for the taxes they had 
paid out. 


However, to further complicate the matter, Mercy 
Hospital received another tax bill in 1975, almost four 
times larger than the 1969 bill. By now, Carmel Valley 
was under the jurisdiction of the Catholic Cemetery of 
Holy Cross in San Diego. The tax mistake was due to 
the fact that the Carmel Valley property was 
inadvertently omitted from the application for 
Cemetery Exemption. Since there was no indication 
that the tax assessor would correct his records, the 
only way to rectify the situation was to obtain a 


Quitclaim Deed from Mercy Hospital on behalf of the 
Roman Catholic Bishop of San Diego, a Corporation 
Sole. This was executed and signed Dec. 11, 1978. 


Today, as one travels northward on Interstate 5, the 
cemetery can be reached by taking Carmel Valley 
Road offramp and driving east about a mile where the 
tiny cemetery is being slowly engulfed by the progress 
of time with the construction of condominium homes. 
The small .69-acre plot is almost invisible from the 
road and one could easily pass by it. The Sisters’ 
former ranch home still stands amid beautiful farm 
and horse grazing acres in the section called 
“McGonigle Canyon.” There is a small entrance up 
into the burial tract through which cars may drive. 
Most of the Tecolote weeds have been cleared. There 
are at least 50 readable headstones and crosses, and a 
known 83 burials recorded in the Death Register Book 
of St. James Church in Del Mar. There have been at 
least 23 burials within the last two decades. 


A Catholic answer to Planned Parenthood 


Last year, a teacher in a large Catholic high school 
who had built a trust level with her students wished 
she hadn’t. In just one year, 10 girls had confided to 
her they were pregnant, but even after her counsel to 
the contrary, seven of the pregnancies “disappeared.”” 


“Only three had their babies,” she told me. ‘All | 
can assume is that the other seven had abortions.” 
She shook her head. ‘‘Why don’t we come up with 
some alternative to Planned Parenthood and 
abortions for these kids? Everything is after the fact. 
Why aren’t we helping them deal with the pressures 
and realities of pre-marital sex? It’s always too late 
when they come to us.” 


I HAVE reflected often on her despair. We know we 
are rearing young people who are growing up and 
dating in a permissive sexual culture. Yet, we are 
doing little or nothing to help them deal with the 
pressures they face, pressures much stronger than 
those we faced. 

The “NO” button campaign of a few years ago was 
admirable but not enough. Nor is simply moralizing in 
the classroom. Kids still face the culture’s questions, 
“Why not? Who’s it going to hurt? Are you gay or 
something?” 

It seems the time is ripe for an agency like Planned 


Parenthood for teens who want to avoid pre-marital 
sex but need some skills in doing so. If we had such an 
agency in every diocese where young people — girls 
and boys — could go for help when they’re being 
pressured, it would tell them their struggles are shared 
by others their age and that we care about helping 
them deal with the very real struggles of growing up 
today. 


WE COULD staff such a place with volunteer 
counselors who have had some training in listening to 
young people, posing questions and suggesting 
responses. The success, like the success of youth 
retreats, would lie in its staff. 


These would have to be adults or young adults who 
like teenagers, who are non-judgmental, who are 
perceived as trustworthy and who understand today’s 
youth culture. | believe these people are out there in 
our church. 


Many young people do not want to engage in pre- 
marital sex but they’re made to feel odd if they don’t. 
They fear ridicule. “I’m the only virgin in my gang,” a 
16-year-old told her mother tearfully “Is something 
wrong with me?” 


SO THEY submit, even though they may feel used. 


The offensive label for a girl who flirts but doesn’t 
indulge in sex is a “tease.” Often these girls give in but 
they don’t like themselves very much. Still, they want. 
to belong — a driving need of adolescents. 


| envision an ecumenical agency — 
“Kdolescenthood, Inc.” maybe — in which personal 
counseling and support groups are offered to deal 
with low self-esteem that sometimes results in 
promiscuity, with skin hunger and healthy ways of 
dealing with it, with morality and idealism, with 
techniques of saying, ‘No, not yet,” that don’t put off 
the ones they like but rather give rise to respect. 


As in Alcoholics Anonymous meetings, | would 
invite young adults who have suffered from the costs 
of pre-marital sex to share with younger adolescents, 
and also those who did postpone sex until marriage to 
tell how they did it and why they are glad they did. 


MAYBE THIS kind of effort won’t help the already 
sexually active teenager but it would offer a support 
for those who are feeling pressured to get into 
something they feel isn’t right when pressures get 
rough. 


And | bet we would get a lot of parent support for 
such an agency. | think we could make it work. Is 
there anyone out there who wants to try?

DAYTON, Ohio (NC) — Part of the phenomenal 
success of NBC’s “The Cosby Show,” the season’s 
third most popular television program, is Bill Cosby 
himself, said the show’s writer and supervising 
producer, John Markus. 

“Bill has an extremely sensitive ear and eye for 
human behavior,” said Markus in an interview with 
“Catholic Telegraph,” newspaper of the Archdiocese 


.of Cincinnati. ‘His sense of reality is a guarantee that 


the show will not be artificial.” 


MARKUS DELIVERED the keynote address at a May 
2-4 conference on the media and family dynamics 
hosted by Marianist-run University of Dayton. It was 
attended by scholars from several Midwestern states 
to discuss the media’s role, impact and potential 
benefit to family relationships. 


“The Cosby Show” mirrors the truths of family life, 
Markus said. The behavior of ‘‘different human beings 
of different ages forced to be together under one roof 
has endless possibilities.” 

“Events that might sound trivial — a goldfish dying, 
a son’s first shave, a fight over a hairbrush — there’s 
poetry there if you look closely. 

“ANOTHER TRUTH about family life is that 
perfectly good, intelligent children that you love can 
be very annoying,” he said.

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The show centers on Heathcliff Huxtable, his wife 
and five children. The two-career marriage between 
Cliff, an obstetrician, and Claire, an attorney, is 
portrayed as an equal and loving partnership, “very 
much Bill’s vision of marriage,” according to Markus. 


“As a writer, what I’ve found so hopeful about 
working on “The Cosby Show” and what | think has 
caused America to open up to us is to see a family 
who, week after week, not only tolerates each other 
but rejoices in their differences,” Markus said. 


TO HELP keep the show on target, Harvard 
psychiatrist Alvin Pouissant reviews each script for 
realism. Cosby, who has a doctorate in education, 
believes it is important to consult experts on 
psychological issues involving the characters, he said. 


Markus, who began his career writing jokes for 
columnist Earl Wilson and Bob Hope, later wrote 
scripts for the TV show “Taxi.” 


He said television’s intense production schedules 
make it difficult to maintain quality week after week. 
To guarantee success and marketability, many shows 
resort to formula approaches. 


“1 THINK there’s too much violence and too much 
sex on television,” Markus said. ““Badness in people is 
supposed to be good nowadays in a character. The

more evil they are, the better character they’ re 
supposed to make. All that is unreal.” 


But when television is good, “it’s the most real. It 
reflects humanity and the dilemmas facing all of us in 
our day-to-day life. If it’s comedy, it’s funny and real, 
human, intelligent and compassionate.” 


The humor in “The Cosby Show” is not achieved 
through standard one-line gags or by belittling the 
characters, according to Markus. ‘We like to think of 
our show as a non-joke show. Bill likes to really savor 
a moment and examine the irony or foolishness of a 
situation.” 


THE SHOW also sends serious but subtle messages 
without sounding too ‘‘preachy.” 


Several levels of meaning can be communicated 
Within one scene, Markus said. For example, in one 
episode the Huxtable parents accidentally discovered 
a marijuana cigarette in son Theo’s geography 
textbook. 


“That scene had to do with drugs, but also with the 
kid’s honor and trusting children,” Markus said. 

IF MEMBERS of “The Cosby Show” have a credo, 
it’s that “honesty, not talking down to an audience 
and respecting their intelligence is more important 
than entertainment.”

Children learn to switch roles and care for their parents

Gordon Kinsey has nursed his 90-year-old mother 
Edith for the past 23 years. He watched, at first, with 
admiration as she read storybooks to his seven 
children, now grown and out of the house. He and 
wife Evelyn watched her age, noticing her straining to 
hear more through the years as she slowly grew deaf. 
Though her mind is alert and her personality bubbling 
with a vigor of someone decades younger, she is now 
confined to a wheelchair because of severe arthritis. 


A mother and son have together grown not only 
older but closer — a closeness portrayed by their 
warm companionship as they often chat and joke in 
the Kinsey home, off Marsh Road in Wilmington, 
Delaware. 

KINSEY, 63, a member of Church of the Holy Child 
parish, admits that though having his mother with 
them has been a joy, it has also brought frustration, 
sorrow and even resentment. 


“The problem is needing someone there all the 
time,” Kinsey says. “It’s difficult to go out. We have to 
put off vacations. For the last seven or eight years it 
has been having to provide someone to stay with her if 
we go somewhere. 


“When you're young your parents are always the 
strong ones. The first time you realize they are like 
everybody else, that they have feet of clay, it’s a 
shock.” 


KINSEY IS one of about five million Americans who 
care for a parent, according to “Newsweek” 
magazine. It is estimated that by the year 2040 the 
present group of 2.2 million over 85 years of age will 
grow to nearly 13 million. So, as the elderly live longer 
the number of adult children caring for them 
physically, financially and emotionally will also 
escalate. 


Whether the adult child is caring for the parent in 
the home or by daily or weekly visits, the stress can be 
devastating. According to a recent study by two 
faculty members of the University of Michigan School 
of Nursing it was found that the care giver is three 
times more likely than the elder to become depressed 
and four times more likely to become angry. 


Many times the care giver ends up neglecting their 
own family to feed and bathe the parent or perhaps 
prepare a separate hot meal and drive it to the elder’s 
home. The problem lies not in the fact that the care 


giver wants to stop caring for the parent, but that they 
need a heavy dose of physical and emotional support. 


TO COUNTERACT this strain on the care giver, 
support groups have sprouted up throughout the 
country. According to Rev. William Thomas, pastor of 
Calvary Baptist Church in Newark, who runs'a support 
group, these groups can help adult children combat 
guilt, learn about social service agencies that can aid 
them and learn that there are others going through 
similar trials. 


Guilt is one of the common emotions of the care 
giver, Thomas says, which comes from a conflict in

Local elderly tell of 
answered prayers

SAN DIEGO — Several Catholic residents at 
Nazareth House stated that their prayers have been 
answered, sometimes miraculously. 


Lucy Maxwell prayed at the shrine of Our Lady of 
Guadalupe in Mexico City that her childless daughter- 
in-law would become pregnant. In return for this favor 
she ‘‘promised to walk on her knees from the vestibule 
of the basilica to the high altar.” After returning to 
San Diego her son. greeted her with the news of his 
wife’s pregnancy. 

THE MEXICO native returned to the shrine 10 years 
later to fulfill her promise. Although she had a heart 
condition at this time, the procession on her knees 
was not fatiguing. 


Harold Brisbane, who could not be given a general 
anesthetic for his recent two-hour hernia operation, 
“panicked in pain” during the surgery. ‘‘After | prayed 
for help, the pain left and | had a feeling of 
exultation,” the former member of St. Vincent’s 
charismatic prayer group said. “Whenever | get 
disturbed,” | remember that healing and “realize God 
is always there” when we need Him. 


“God has been very good to me,” Florence Holleran 
said. She was close to death from spinal meningitis 
when her only child was born prematurely. Her son 
was healthy and the new mother recovered in six 
months. 


“MY PRAYERS have always been answered,” Peggy 
Town said. ‘| have never had a tragedy or long illness 
in my life.” 

“lam grateful for what God has given me all my 
life,” Marguerite Mather said. The former teacher at 
Our Lady of Peace Academy is now a receptionist at 
Nazareth House’s ‘front desk.” 

Michael Walsh has a different attitude toward 
prayer. “I never ask the Lord for anything; that is why 
He gives me everything,” he said. 

He traces his ‘deepened spirituality” to a priest's 
statement made in Hollywood 20 years ago — that his 
parish became free of debt after he regularly donated

the way the parent-child relationship changes as the 
parent ages. 


“We have these tapes running inside of our heads 
that say ‘Good boys or girls always obey their mothers 
and fathers or good boys and girls honor their parent.’ 
Frankly, they don’t work when mom or dad is in their 
80s and we are in our 50s and 60s.” 


THE MINISTER said the relationship has a see-saw 
effect: when an infant is born, in their first years they 
are not accountable for anything they do and the 
parent is the care giver. Likewise when parents age 
and slowly lose efficiency, they again become 
unaccountable for their actions. 


This loss of independance can cause anger in the 
care giver, Thomas says, anger that is legitimate and 
human. 


“We have this anger because what they do to us is 
anger-provoking — when they don’t use their eye 
drops, when they don’t listen to the doctor, when they 
don’t eat the way they should.” 


GUILT ESPECIALLY arises when the care giver must 
decide what is best for a parent who can no longer live

alone or who needs more thorough nursing care, 
Thomas said. 


“She soon forgot how to tell time,” says Rita Ahern, 
of her mother who was then in her 80s. ‘We made 
cardboard clocks for her and we’d say, ‘‘When your 
clock says this, do this.” 


Aherns was slowly learning that her mother, then 
living in a retirement complex was no longer able to 
care for herself. “She was getting up at 4 a.m. to take a 
bath..she was not eating and would get very angry,” 
said Ahern, a parishioner at St. Helena’s. ; 


“IT WAS an awful feeling. You feel terribly 
responsible for this parent. She made me promise a 
couple of years ago that I’d never put her in a nursing 
home.” 


However, Ahern’s mother, now 92, is living in a 
nursing home and it proved to be the best decision, 
though Ahern said she’ll never get over the guilt. 


Ahern, a mother of six, visits her mother several 
times a week and though her mother doesn’t know her 
anymore, they have nice visits.

“SHE STILL has a beautiful voice,” says Ahern, 
explaining that her mother was a soloist in the 
Philadelphia area in her prime. Though she has 
difficulty remembering words to say sentences she 
still can remember words to songs and often sings 
“Ave Maria.” 


Assessing the care giving situation thoroughly is the 
only way to determine if a nursing home is the answer, 
Thomas says. 


“To us a nursing home is a place for care but to old 
people a nursing home is a place to go to die. When 
they say ‘I don’t want to go to that nursing home,’ they 
are saying, ‘! don’t want to go to that place of 
death.’ ” 


MANY TIMES, however, a nursing home is the 
answer if the parent is putting themselves in danger 
because of their condition, Thomas said. ‘‘We have to 
look at the question, ‘ls mom or dad dangerous to 
themselves? Are they so forgetful that they leave the 
tea pot on the stove or are they forgetting to lock the 
door or to take a bath?’ ”’ 

This decision should be talked about early, when 
the parent can have a say in the matter, Thomas says. 
“They may say, ‘When I’m 85 | want to move in with 
you or move to a retirement complex.’ ’” 

When d decision is made for the parent to move in 
with an adult child there can be both positive and 
negative effects, Thomas says. 


“HAVING THREE generations in a home can be 
advantageous for the young,” Thomas says. “Old folk 
can be good for young children and | think they are a 
tremendous gift.” 

But a “turf and privacy” contract should be drawn 
up as soon as the parent moves in, he says. “Often 
parents have difficulty seeing their children as 
adults,” turning decision-making in the home into a 
battle. ground. 

Creating specific space for the senior adult to live 
will help, says Thomas, along with developing a 
schedule for times when the senior adult and adult 
children can have guests over. 

TO THE primary care giver, usually the mother of 
the family, it can be a stressful time, Thomas says. 
“Any time there is strain on one person in the family, 
it’s going to add stress to the entire family. If she is 
giving all her emotional attention, she’ll have less 
emotional resources to deal with stress in the home.” 


This.can also apply to the mother who visits the 
parent to give care, he:says. 

After Barbara Lattomus’ mother died in 1981, her 
67-year-old father didn’t want to live. “Until my 
mother died he was always self sufficient. He never 
complained that he was sick or anything. Now he will 
do nothing for himself.” 


BESIDES RUNNING a household of her own, 
Lattomus does grocery shopping, checking, wash and 
cleaning for her father. She also has to make sure he 
has eaten every day. 

“It’s very sad to watch someone who has changed 
and won’t do anything,’ Lattomus says. ‘For a long 
time after my mother died | prayed that my father 
would come around and would get over the grief. 
Now | pray that he finds peace.” 

Lattomus, who is director of St. Helena’s Social 
Ministry, started a support group for care givers 
because of her experience. “We also found that over 
60 percent of our parishioners were senior citizens, so 
we knew there was a need.

Thomas says. Many times caring for the elderly 
removes care givers from society, and “the church is 
the natural structure that can send people into the 
home.” 

THE POWER of prayer can also be a comfort, 
Thomas says.

In the beginning of the century, 
people were faced with a short and 
uncertain life, but today, people are 
faced.with a relatively long and certain 
life, according to Msgr. Charles J. 
Fahey. 


The priest, director of the Third Age 
Center at Fordham University in New 
York City, recently spoke at the sixth 
annual conference of the Delaware 
Interfaith Coalition of Aging at St. 
Paul’s United Methodist Church. 


ATTENDING WERE clergy, 
physicians, nurses, therapists, social 
workers, care agency administrators, 
senior center personnel and the elderly 
themselves. 


Msgr. Fahey specifically addressed 
the issue of enhancing the quality of 
aging in a time of advancing medical 
technology. 


“One-half of the people who have 
achieved the age of 60 in the history of 
humankind are alive today,” he 
said. “In the early 1900s in our 
country, the life expectancy was 46. 
Today, it’s somewhere in the middle 
70s.” 


CITING JESUS as an example, he 
said, “If we were to ask did He die 
young or old, we would say He died 
young, but relatively, He was old 
because only one person out of 10 
lived to be 50 at the time of Jesus.” 


Questioning whether all this 
extraordinary, rapid change in life span 
is a result of medical technology, he 
said, “Yes, but not really. It’s a whole 
series of things that have occurred and 
are occurring. A whole series of 
choices we have made as a society.” 


The largest single gain in this area of 
longevity, he said, has been a result of 
better maternal care and child 
development, adding “we have really 
increased life expectancy in every 
stage of life.” 
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LONGEVITY ALSO has come as a 
result of immunization, he said, which 
has wiped out smallpox from the face 
of the earth, better diagnostic 
procedures, better intervention, plus 
being part of an affluent society. 


“What it’s going to mean for the 
future, we don’t know,” he. said, 
quoting a doctor from Stanford 
University, who forsees ‘we will live 
longer, fuller, more healthy lives.” 


“But on the other hand,” the priest 
added, ‘‘most demographers and 
gerontologists would tend to be less 
optimistic. The effect of prolonging 
life will have more vulnerability. We’ll 
trade acute illness for chronic illness. 
There will be some longer periods of 
life that will be very disabling and that 
area that would be most frightening of 
all would be that of dementia.” 


HE CAUTIONED the group, 
however, that not all old people

become senile. It’s a small minority of 
older people that suffer dementia, yet 
the incidence of dementia grows 
geometrically with age.” 


Putting all this together, he said, 
means a longer life, with a majority of 
people who are reasonably well and 
healthy, but somewhat frail as they 
grow older. 


“In the United States,” he added, 
“we have been increasing the average 
life expectancy by a year every year for 
the past five or six years. That just 
boggles everyone’s mind how that can 
possibly be happening. It’s part of a 
cumulative lifelong effect rather than 
the interventions of an extraordinary 
medical nature.” 


HE WENT on to say that women live 
considerably longer than men on the

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average. ‘‘This has great impact on the 
issue of aging in terms of length of life, 
in terms of frailty and in terms of care 
giving,” he said. “In terms of care 
giving of frail people, virtually all of it 
is done by women, professional and 
non-professional. It is indeed _ fitting 
that many women would be here 
today...it’s an enormous challenge for 
women.”

The second part of his address dealt 
specifically with the role of the church 
and synagogue in regard to aging. 

“How we can grow old gracefully is 
the biggest challenge facing 
congregations today,” he said, “and 
how. we deal with frailty.” 


HE ENCOURAGED congregations to 
look at themselves in regard to aging 
for the following three reasons. 


“Number one, we want to serve 
older people well,” he said. “Secondly, 
we’re interested in the aging process. 
We've paid very little attention to the 
life span development and how we 
grow old gracefully. The churches and 
synagogues need to ask themselves — 
with a variety of personal development 
techniques ranging from religious 
education, preaching, homilies, 
enrichment groups, retreats and the 
like — what do we do in helping 
people develop personal values that 
will help them deal with a prolonged 
life span?”’ 

And the third reason for involvement 
with older persons, he affirmed, is ‘to 
understand younger persons.” 


“BY WATCHING an older person as 
an individual, as husband or wife, as 
part of a religious congregation, or part 
of a church,” he said, “it’s like 
watching life in slow motion. By 
looking, seeing and understanding we 
can learn about the earlier stages of 
life.” 


He then suggested three concrete 
areas in which churches and 
synagogues can take action in serving 
the aged: service, moral values and 
ethics, spirituality and the quest for 
holiness. 


Service, he explained, is an area that 
must be defined carefully. “Often we 
think of hospitals and social workers 
and nursing homes, but there’s more to 
it. The service the local congregation 
performs is far more extensive and 
intensive than that,” especially in 
giving the older person a “sense of 
belonging.” 


“FOR MANY older persons there is a 
sense of loss and disengagement,” he 
said. Families move and

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neighborhoods change and even 
though older people may want age- 
segregated activities, he added, many 
are ‘‘basically committed to the notion 
of age integration and solidarity. 


“I expect few congregations 
blatantly exclude older people...but 
implicity there may be a variety of 
things that makes the participation of 
older persons in the life of the local 
congregations more difficult,” he said. 
“Some Catholic churches are the most 
inaccessible places on the face of the 
earth. Climbing Mt. Everest might be 
easier...and we who are supposed to be 
proclaiming God’s word through verbal 
activity have some of the lousiest 
sound systems in all creation...” 


Expounding on the area of service, 
he said that ‘for every person in a 
formal care system in the United 
States, there are at least two other 


people similarly situated who are 
cared for by family, friends and 
neighbors.” 


“DESPITE THE common mythology 
that families abandon their older 
people, they don’t,” he affirmed. 
“There is an enormous role for us to 
play here” adding that care givers 
desire technical knowledge and skills 
enabling them to do the job. 


“We have to develop ways by which 
we bring this about,” he said, “as a 
normal course of things, as part of the 
congregation’s activities, just as clearly 
as religious education.” 


In the area of ethics and values, he 
termed it, ‘a whole new ball game, 
with the present debate in the public 
sector whether or not there should be 
family responsibility in the area of 
Medicaid.” 


“I WOULD suggest that public 
policy, whether it be Social Security, 
Medicare or Medicaid — that these 
things ultimately are not political 
judgments, but ethical judgments 
about the kind of society we want. We 
have to redefine this because most of 
the social structures were developed 
with a different age structure than we 
have today. It’s a whole new ethical 
agenda...” 


Finally, in the area of holiness, he 
explained that “each religious group 
will define the quest for meaning and 
relationship to God in different way.” 


“| merely raise the issue — is there a 
different way of holiness that is a 
challenge to people who are older by 
reason of life experience, by reason of 
the relationships they’ve had, by 
psychological changes and cognitive 
functions...does that constitute a 
different approach to holiness? | 
suggest it’s barely been explored and 
it’s one area we ought to think about.”

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It has long been the practice of the 
Holy See to bestow broad faculties on 
certain priests laboring in missionary 
areas regarding the administration of 
the sacraments. One such perogative, 
generally delegated to local superiors, 
concerns the  conferral of 
Confirmation, a faculty customarily 
reserved, in most parts of the Christian 
world, for those enjoying episcopal 
ordination. 


Such an apostolic concession was 
excercised in California by Fray 
Junipero Serra. The venerable 
Franciscan presidente sought and 
received authorization ‘‘so that he 
could visit the missions and confirm 
the neophytes, lest they be deprived of 
the great spiritual good to be had from 
the effects of this holy sacrament.” 


JUDGING FROM remarks of his 
biographer, there were those 
apparently who viewed such actions 
on Serra’s part as indicative of 
episcopal aspirations. Not so, 
according to Francisco Palou: Junipero 
Serra “was so far removed from 
seeking this dignity or even desiring it, 
that he rather devised means to flee it, 
because of his profound humility and 
his fervent desire to labor in the

vineyard of the Lord.” 


Palou further mentioned that after 
the establishment of Mission San 
Carlos, “His Reverence learned that a 
courier at Madrid had written to the 
Reverend Father Guardian of our 
college...that a great honor was waiting 


Serra ‘fled’ the honor of episcopal ordination 


When word reached Monterey of the 
“great honor,” Serra, “fearful that he 
would lose before God the merit of his 
labors in these spiritual Conquests 
through receiving in this world the 
reward that was foretold in that letter,” 
immediately resolved to refuse the 
distinction or any other which would 
forestall his being able to live ‘as an 
apostolic missionary among the 
infidels and to shed his blood for their 
conversion.” 


PALOU CONFIDED that Serra may 
not have made a vow to that effect, 
“though | am inclined to believe he 
did, for he did not explain the matter to 
me in full detail.” 


The possibility of such an 
appointment was not so remote as 
might initially appear. A diocese was 
established at Sonora in 1779, for 
example, while that vast area was 
almost entirely missionary territory. 
One outstanding Franciscan historian 
states categorically that “Spain should 
have asked for a bishop for the 
Californias, considering the huge 
territory, even though churches were 
few and the income nothing.” 


So disturbed was the presidente at 
the thought of becoming a bishop that 
he took the extreme precaution of 
writing an influential acquaintance at 
the royal court asking him to serve 
rather as his censor than as his agent,” 
if the issue of bestowing regal favors 
on his person ever came up for 
discussion. 


AT A MEETING of the Newman 
Club, held at Los Angeles on May 26, 
1910, John Steven McGroarty had this 
to say about the Franciscan presidente 
and the bishopric: 


“1 always think of Father JuniperoSerra as 
the first bishop of the Diocese of Monterey- 
Los Angeles. He was never consecrated as a 
bishop, but he exercised some of the 
faculties of the high and holy office. For a 
time he was empowered to administer the 
Sacrament of Confirmation, and many 
thousands of Indians, together with a large 
number of white persons, were confirmed 
by him. 

In addition to this, he was the first 
president of the California Missions, in 
which capacity he directed the work of the 
Church here and exercised authority over 
priests and people. Father Junipero was, 
therefore, in effect a bishop, although not 
One in fact.”

His weight loss ceased, he began to 
improve, and was even well enough to 
travel to Ottawa to visit his Anglican 


daughter and her Presbyterian husband. 
The family invited the Pilgrim Virgin 
statue, ‘‘Padre Pio’s Queen of Peace”, 
which stayed an entire day in their 
home. 


By January 1985, the grandfather’s 
condition had so improved that he could 
travel to Hawaii with his daughter and 
son-in-law for a vacation. As of April 
1985, he is still gaining back weight he 
lost and maintains his beautiful and 

~ spiritual peace of mind. He attributes it 
all to ‘Padre Pio’s Queen of Peace” and 
Her portrait. ‘‘I am no longer afraid to 
die,” he says. 


On May 13th, 1982 His Holiness was in 
Fatima at the sanctuary itself to give thanks 
to Our Lady for having saved him from being 
murdered one year before on the exact date. 


On May 13th, 1982, while at Fatima, Pope

He 
prayed before the statue, alone, for 25 minutes, while the national media waited and 
wondered where he was.

In September 1984, His Holiness visited
